The  Honor  Council,  which  tries  cases  concerning 
violations  of  the  Honor  Code  and  Campus  Code, 
maintains  a  significant  phase  of  Student  Govern- 
ment at  Elon.  The  Council  promotes  Christian  living 
in  all  functions  of  college  life.  Two  seniors,  two  jun- 
iors, one  sophomore,  and  one  freshman  serve  on 
the  Council.

Its  first  purpose  was  to  furnish  music  for  the 
regular  Sunday  services  of  the  college  church  and 
for  week-day  chapel  services.  This  remains  the 
primary  purpose  of  the  organization;  however,  its 
fame  has  spread  and  each  year  members  of  the  Elon 
College  Choir  travel  over  3,000  miles  presenting 
programs  of  sacred  music  in  many  of  the  leading 
cities  of  the  Atlantic  states. 

At  the  present  time,  the  choir,  in  addition  to  its 
Sunday  duties  at  the  College,  present  three  major 
oratorios  each  year,  including  "The  Messiah,"  which, 
in  the  twenty-fourth  consecutive  annual  performance 
during  the  Christmas  season,  has  become  one  of  the 
outstanding  musical  events  of  the  state. 

In  addition  to  numbers  by  the  entire  group,  the 
choir  programs  include  solos  and  work  by  various 
small  ensembles,  resulting  in  performances  which 
are  varied  and  interesting  without  sacrificing 
musical  excellence. 


FLETCHER  MOORE,  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fine  Arts,  is  a  graduate  of  Elon  College. 
While  a  student  at  Elon,  he  won  first  place  in  both 
piano  and  organ  in  the  South  Atlantic  District, 
comprising  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  Florida,  in 
the  Student  Musicians  Contest,  sponsored  by  the 
National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs.  Mr.  Moore 
continued  his  study  at  the  Juilliard  School  with 
Sascha  Gorodnitzski.  After  completing  work  for  a 
Master  of  Arts  degree  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University,  he  did  work  in  piano  with 
Dr.  Guy  Maier  in  California  and  Robert  Pace  in 
New   York. 

Mr.  Moore  has  completed  requirements  for  an 
Ed.  D.  from  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
where  he  is  now  a  member  of  the  Summer-school 
piano  faculty.  He  is  also  North  Carolina  Chairman 
of  Junior  Federation  Festivals,  participated  in  by 
appro.ximately  sixteen  hundred  young  musicians  each 
spring  from  every  section  of  the  state. 

JOHN  WESTMORELAND  received  his  under- 
graduate study  under  the  direction  of  Fletcher  Moore 
at  Elon  College.  After  completing  work  for  a  Master 
of  Arts  from  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
he  returned  to  Elon  College  as  a  member  of  the 
music  faculty. 

Mr.  Westmoreland  continued  his  studies  at  the 
Juilliard  School  of  Music;  University  of  Southern 
California;   and  New  York  University. 

During  the  summer  of  1951  he  received  a 
Diploma  in  Conducting  from  the  School  of  Music 
and  Fine  Arts,  Fontainebleau  (France),  where  he 
was  a  student  of  Nadia  Boulanger.  During  his  study 
there,  Mr.  Westmoreland  won  the  Lili  Boulanger 
Prize  and  a  First  Prize  in  Conducting. 

Mr.  Westmoreland  returned  to  the  Elon  campus 
in  the  fall  of  1955  after  a  year's  leave  of  absence, 
during  which  time  he  was  a  Fulbright  Scholar  at 
the  Academy  of  Music  in  Vienna,  Austria  and  a 
private  student  with  Dr.  Hugo  Zelzer  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vienna.  During  the  Spring  of  1955,  he 
made  an  appearance  as  Conductor  in  a  Concert  of 
Choral  and  Orchestra  Music  at  the  Concert  House 
in  Vienna.
